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Encyclopedia of Concert Music. By David 
Ewen. New York, Hill and Wang 
[c1959]. ix, 566p. 22cm. cloth $7.50; to 
schools and libraries, 25 per cent dis- 
count. 

The Encyclopedia of Concert Music, a 
companion volume to the Encyclopedia of 
the Opera (New York: Hill and Wang, 
1955), reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin, April 1956, is a compilation of in- 
formation relating to serious instrumental 
music. It includes material on composi- 
tions, composers, performers and places of 
performance, musical terms, history and 
backgrounds of music, musical theory, and 
literary and artistic sources. 

David Ewen is familiar to reference 
librarians as the author of some 30 books 
on music, including many biographical 
compilations. He is a musician and has 
been musical editor of several periodicals. 
He refers to himself as “editor” in the 
Preface of this encyclopedia, but there 
is no mention of any other contributor 
except an acknowledgment of the editor’s 
indebtedness for “material generously 
provided him by Nicholas Slonimsky, ma- 
terial gathered over a period of many years 
from all parts of the world.” Slonimsky 
is a well-known musical personality, a 
composer, conductor, and writer on musical 
subjects. 

The purpose of the book, as stated in 
the Preface, is “to collate within a single 
volume all such information about serious 
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concert music as will enrich the listening 
experience of concertgoers and record col- 
lectors ....This book is designed for the 
layman who has only an elementary ac- 
quaintance with the technical phases of 
music.” The scope has been limited to 
instrumental music to the exclusion of 
vocal and choral music with exceptions 
made for works in the symphonic reper- 
tory with vocal or choral sections, or choral 
masterpieces in the repertory of symphony 
orchestras. 

About 1,500 compositions are analyzed; 
semiclassical or “pops” variety are omitted. 
Examples of the exceptions to purely in- 
strumental compositions which have been 
included are Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony 
with its choral section and Handel’s The 
Messiah. Also, the symphonic parts of 
operas and ballets are often included. The 
biographies of composers, of which there 
are more than 300, include descriptions of 
their style and mention of their chief 
instrumental compositions. Included are 
approximately 150 conductors and 250 in- 
strumental artists, many symphony or- 
chestras, chamber music ensembles, two- 
piano teams, music festivals, and summer 
concert series. Technical terms, instru- 
ments, and techniques are described, as 
well zs important trends and movements 
in music history. Accounts of the lives of 
music teachers and theorists, critics, his- 
torians, and musicologists are included. 
Many writers whose works inspired well- 
known instrumental works are listed. 
Some of the “special articles” are Humor 
in Music, National Anthems in Music, Jazz 
and Blues (in serious music), Negro Music, 
and Program Notes. 

The four longest articles in the ency- 
clopedia are Symphony (42 pages), Con- 
certo (28 pages), Sonata (11 pages), and 
Quartet (12 pages). Under these headings 
are all the well-known works in these 
categories, arranged alphabetically by 
composer and chronologically under each 
composer. The Beethoven symphonies, for 
instance, occupy about four and one-half 
pages; the Ninth alone is analyzed on a 
little more than one page. The article 
Beethoven occupies about two and one- 


half pages. It includes a brief résumé of 
Beethoven’s compositions and 25 see refer- 
ences to other articles about them. 

The encyclopedia is written in a popular, 
informal style. Entries vary in length from 
one word (Moto. Motion.) to 42 pages for 
Symphony. Biographies include full dates 
of birth and death, training and education, 
careers with many dates, important works, 
and the subject’s significance in the world 
of music. Marriages are generally not 
mentioned, unless they are to prominent 
persons. 

Compositions are described with dates, 
places, and personalities connected with 
their performance. The meanings and 
sources of the compositions are described 
as well as the plan or form of the work in 
its various parts. Many of the definitions 
are one or two words in length and are 
inadequate. The “special articles” are all 
short, none being as much as a page in 
length. 

An examination of many articles for ac- 
curacy shows that the material has been 
fairly well checked. We find the same 
error in regard to the Pro Arte Quartet 
that was made in Grove’s Dictionary of 
Music and Musicians, 5th ed. (New York: 
St. Martin’s, 1954), namely that it “passed 
out of existence in 1940.” This statement 
would be stoutly denied at the University 
of Wisconsin, where the quartet is very 
much alive as artists in residence. Rudolf 
Kolisch is first violinist; the article Kolisch 
Quartet states that Kolisch played in the 
Pro Arte Quartet after 1942. Sir Edward 
Elgar’s father was organist not in the Wor- 
cester Cathedral but at St. George’s Roman 
Catholic Church in that city. 

So much recent material is included that 
the encyclopedia seems to be up to date. 
Lazare Saminsky’s death in July, 1959, and 
Eduard van Beinum’s in April are re- 
corded as are items about the 1959 Casals 
and Aspen festivals. Eight titles of books 
that appeared in 1959 are listed in the 
appended bibliography. Jean Martinon’s 
appointment as conductor of the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra and Theodore 
Bloomfield’s appointment to the Rochester 
Philharmonic Orchestra, both in 1959, are

The 12-page bibliography, Selected 
Readings on Music and Musicians, is di- 
vided into seven sections: Analytical or 
Program Notes, Histories, Music Appreci- 
ation and General Essays, Collective Biog- 
raphies, Individual Biographies, Musical 
Instruments, and Dictionaries and Ency- 
clopedias. Two hundred and eight titles 
are listed, almost half of which have been 
published in the past ten years. Biblio- 
graphical references in the body of the 
encyclopedia include works of literary 
writers which have inspired important 
compositions and writings of musicians, 
musicologists, music critics, and others. 
There is no index, nor are there any il- 
lustrations. Pronunciation is not given. 

Cross references are numerous; those in 
the R section, for example, comprise one 
fourth of the entries. There are see ref- 
ences to other titles (Golliwogg’s Cakewalk 
(Debussy). See: Children’s Corner), to 
general form entries where material is 
handled (Moonlight Sonata. See: Sonata— 
Beethoven), to translated forms (Moto 
perpetuo. See: Perpetual Motion), and 
from titles to authors (Masque of the 
Red Death. See: Poe, Edgar Allan). There 
are see references at the ends of articles 
and, very rarely, a see also reference. Cross 
references are not found within the ar- 
ticles. 

The Encyclopedia of Concert Music is 
attractively bound in black cloth with red 
spine; gold lettering is on black. Margins 
are exceedingly narrow, and the paper is 
of medium quality. Print is small but 
clear; the page has two columns with run- 
ning heads. All entries are in good bold- 
face type. 

There is no other encyclopedic work of 
comparable size and scope with which to 
compare this one. Bagar and Biancolli’s 
Concert Companion: A Comprehensive 
Guide to Symphonic Music (New York: 
McGraw-Hill, 1947) is not an encyclo- 
pedia; its scope is limited to instrumental 
compositions, which are given fuller treat- 
ment than in the present work. Beethoven’s 
Ninth, for instance, occupies seven pages 
and includes the choral text. Likewise 


Ewen’s own Musical Masterworks: The 
Encyclopedia of Musical Masterpieces 
(New York: Arco, 1954) is not comparable 
in scope, being a compilation of composers 
with their best-known compositions. 

The Encyclopedia of Concert Music is a 
broad collection of information, presented 
in a popular and lively style. It is not a 
scholarly work like Scholes’s Ozford 
Companion to Music (New York: Oxford 
University Press, 1955), although the edi- 
tor states in his Preface that “an effort has 
been made to adhere throughout to the 
highest principles of musical scholarship.” 
The information in it can doubtless be 
found elsewhere, but nowhere in such 
profusion and variety in one small volume. 

Because of its interesting and readable 
style, up-to-dateness, reliability, and wide 
scope of information, the Encyclopedia of 
Concert Music is recommended for home 
use and for libraries as a source of ready 
reference and quick identification of facts 
relating to serious instrumental concert 
music.

Like the heroine 
of Wife to Henry v (Boox.ist 53:404, Ap 1

The family endures the elements, financial 
upsets, outlaw cattlemen, and jealous towns- 
men but when the senior Cozad kills a man 
in self-defense the family, after years of 
struggle, moves away to live with new names 
and futures.
